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“PRESIDENT EVADES 
QUESTION ABOUT 
NEUTRALITY OF Us. 


Characterizes Allies as ‘Op- 
ponents of Force’ in Say- 
ing Additional Aid Will 
Be Given T2m.

WASHINGTON, June _ 12.—Al- 
though President Roosevelt evaded 
a question as to whether this coun- 
try has changed its neutrality sta- 
tus to that of non-belligerency, he 
announced at his press conference 
late yesterday that there would be 
additional governmental actions to 
give material aid to Great Britain 


and France. 

When asked whether it would not 
be more accurate to classify the 
United States as a non-belligerent, 
he laughingly answered that he 
had been so busy that he had not 
had the time to open a thesaurus. 

As examples of aids to “the op- 
ponents of force,’ he said that the 
Government was still 
surplus equipment which could be 
turned in to private concerns for 
re-sale and that his request for at 
least $50,000,000 for refugee relief 
in Europe was along th’- line. 

The proposed refugee relief ap- 
propriation, he frankly conceded, 
would be principally for the bene- 
fit of the Allies, and then he add- 
ed that as a practical matter the 
goods could not be shipped to the 
other countries. 

Indorsement of Ad. 

The President gave almost 100 
per cent indorsement of the cam- 
paign by the Committee to De- 
fend America by Aiding the Allies, 
when he called the committee’s re- 
cent full-page advertisement a great 
piece of work, and a mighty good, 
thing for the country. 

The committee is headed by Wil- 
liam Allen White, the famous Kan- 
sas Republican editor, and the ad- 
vertisement urged citizens to com- 
municate at once with the Presi- 
dent and Senators and Representa- 
tives, urging the immediate ship- 
ment of planes, guns, munitions and 
food to the Allies. 

The President said that he had 
not read the advertisement until 
he heard that it had been written 
by Bob (Robert E.) Sherwood, and 
that while he could not indorse 
every specific phrase in it, he 
thought it a fine, educational thing. 

Excess Profits Tax. 

There was no such general in- 
dorsement, however, of enactment 
of an excess profits tax at this ses- 
sion. Roosevelt praised the reso-. 
lution of the House Ways and, 
Means Committee advocating the | 
enactment of such a tax next win- 
ter and observed that there might 
be attempts in the Senate to in-| 
clude such a tax this session, but 
when he was asked whether he 
would object to possible Senate ac- 
tion, he replied that he would want 
to see the text of the amendment 
before committing himself. 

His willingness to wait until next 
year to legislate against “war mil- 
lionaires” apparently was part of 
his plan to have Congress adjourn 
as soon as possible. He claimed 
that he had been misquoted last 
week in statements to the effect 
that he hoped Congress would go 
home. Congress, he said, can, of 
course, stay here all summer, but 
there would be nothing for it to 
do after it has considered pending 
measures.

The second factor which will 
ve a considerable influence on 
the Turks will be the manner in 
which the Allies prosecute the war 
In the Mediterranean. If they 
strike boldly, swiftly and effective- 
ly, they will undoubtedly fulfill the 
innermost desires of most Turks, If 
they procrastinate and waver, 
Turkish disillusionment with the 
British-French Allies will certainly 
assume serious proportions — so 
much so that this danger must be 
faced realistically in London and 
Paris, 

With peace or war hanging in 
the balance, Turkey occupies one 
corner of a triangle of which the 
Soviets and the Allies occupy the 
other two. In this situation, the 
British and French will sacrifice all 
the magnetism of their cause should 
y wage war cautiously in the 
iterranean. But the question 
ilways remains, what do the 
Soviets really want—are they recon- 
tied to Germany emerging victori- 
ousfrom a short war? Unless they 
are, it would seem logical for Mos- 
cow to leave Turkey’s hand free to 
join the Allies whenever it feels 
obliged to take the step. 

Evidence accumulates that Tur- 
key is much less inclined to act 
ipitately than it was before the 
Nazis’ crushing Western offen- 
tive shook the Turks’ confidence 
in Allied arms. : 

Rogora’s officiay newspaper, Ulus, 
asserted yesterday that the war 
would be long and bring numerous 
complications and that Turkey’s 
duty and power would increase as 
it continued.

In any case, there 
ls less feeling of a Europe at war 
in Istanbul than in any city I have 
Visited since September. Musso- 
lini’ speech has not yet changed 
this almost forgotten atmosphere of 
“normalcy.” This is one place 
Where both jitters and spies are 
strangely lacking.

Smoke Over Paris. 

The smoke over Paris is various- 
ly explained—some say it is part 
of a German artificial smoke 
screen that has drifted over the 
capital from the lower Seine where 
the Germans used it to cover their 
crossing of the river. Others at- 
tribute the darkness to the smoke 
from burning houses and factories 
in the Paris suburbs which the 
Germans are supposed to have fired 
by incendiary bombs. 

The exits from the capital are 
now alleged to be blocked and the 
city’s fate will depend less upon 
the German success in storming 
it than upon their successes or 
failures elsewhere. 

East of the capital, the French 
have retired on the Marne, almost 
exactly where they were in August, 
1914, and July, 1918. In this region

With the Maginot line lost—and 
the Italian entry into the war 
makes a southeastern pivot upon 
it very difficult—there would be 
nothing for the French to do but 
to retire gradually southward, 
fighting every inch of the way. 

Henceforth, their hope of victory 
would depend upon foreign willing- 
ness to furnish supplies—and chief- 
ly the United States.

THE ANSWER TO MR. ROOSEVELT. 


We strongly urge every reader to study carefully 
the remarkable article on national defense printed 
in the Mirror of Public Opinion today. 

To those who may have been moved by the Presi- 
dent’s eloquent and bellicose address of Monday, 
this article will provide an antidote of realism. The 
article, in fact, supplies the answer to Mr. Roosevelt’s 
reckless speech, and to the pleas of the war hawks 
who openly urge that the United States plunge into 
the European inferno.

To readers who have not been swept off their feet 
by the crusading spirit of the Roosevelt harangue, 
the article offers reassurance that they are eminently 
right in opposing intervention, and provides an ar- 
senal of facts for resisting the war pressure of the 
(tense days that are ahead. 

Representative Ross A. Collins of Mississippi, from 
whose address in the House these extracts are taken, 
‘knows the United States Army’s weaknesses perhaps 
| better than any other civilian. He has been pound- 
‘ing away for 20 years to have them corrected. 
But today, he finds that the army is about as well 
‘equipped to withstand a new model blitzkrieg as were 
the forces of Poland or Holland! 

Where does this leave Mr. Roosevelt with his 
tacit threat to Mussolini, as disclosed by the Presi- 
dent himself in his speech Monday, that this coun- 
try would get into the European war if Italy did? 
It leaves him with his bluff called, holding a pair 
of deuces against two dictators with a royal flush 
apiece. 

Mr. Collins’ analysis deals only with the army, 


chiefly about sending the navy and the air force 
to Europe. All right, there is expert testimony on 
their status, too. 

The Post-Dispatch has published in recent weeks 
three detailed articles on the capacities of our fight- 
ing forces’ three major divisions. What does this 
analysis show? 

First, the navy. It is a first-rate navy, but its 
major policy is still fixed on the theory that bat- 
tleships possess supremacy over the airplane. Even 
so, light is breaking. Ex-Secretary Edison confessed 
before a committee that today he would not think 
of building vessels like the six battleships under 
construction. As it is, every battleship now in serv- 
ice is more than 16 years old, and 10 are 20 years 
old or more. The age and slowness of auxiliary 
craft.are acknowledged by Admiral Stark as “among 
the gravest deficiencies of our fleet.” Reserve stocks 
of all kinds are dangerously low. Drydocks are in- 
adequate in number. Submarine defenses are im- 
perfect. 

The darting, powerfully weaponed craft of Germany 


navy. Furthermore, as the Senate Naval Commit- 
tee pointed out in a report reprinted in part on this 
page Sunday, if Germany can destroy British sea 
power, it can also overcome the American fleet, if 
that fleet were operating far from its bases. 

What about our aviation? The army and navy 
together have 2707 fighting planes, of which 1128 
are obsolete or obsolescent. To send the celebrated 
B-18 bomber against modern equipment “would be 
suicide,” says Major-General Arnold. The flying 
fortresses, pride of the Air Corps, have three fatal 
defects, for they lack anti-leak tanks, armored pilot 
seats and ordnance firing explosive shells. Neither 
army nor navy has a single reserve plane. The Pres- 
ident demands 50,000 more planes, but it takes from 
two to three years to train a first-class combat pilot, 
and there is an average of fewer than 1500 students 
in the army and navy flying schools. 

What could such an air force as that do against 
the swarms of deadly modern planes possessed by 
Germany and Italy?

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BOMBS ON PARIS. 

Paris has again been bombed from the air. Since 
the Government and a considerable part of the popu- 
lation have fled from the capital, the cables report 
little more than that waves of German planes swept 
over the city, that heavy damage was caused in the 
suburbs, that many fires were burning and that 
smoke was so thick that it was impossible to see 
across the Place de la Concorde (What irony in 
that name!) or from one Seine bridge to the next. 
However, the imaginations of men everywhere pic- 
ture only too quickly all the dread possibilities—the 
Louvre with all its treasures in flames, great holes 
torn in the stone lace of Notre Dame, the dome of 
the Pantheon shattered, the Institute de France in 
ruins, the columns of the Madeleine broken, and un- 
speakable horror everywhere in the narrow, crooked 
little streets where so many Parisian families lived 
in their ancient houses. 

Everywhere men will be standing with the mind’s 
eye atop Napoleon’s Arch of Triumph to behold the 
wreckage and rubble where once they had gazed 
along the magnificent prospect of the Champs 
Elysees, the Place de la Concorde and the Tuilleries. 
And their hearts will be sad for, with Montaigne, 
they believe Paris to be “the glory of France, and 
one of the noblest and chief ornaments of the world.” 

It was inevitable that this majestic city on the 
Seine, so rich in beauty and story, should become 
the chief objective of the invader. Still, men had 
hoped that—somehow—it might not be placed as a 
pawn on war’s chessboard. That hope is dashed. 

Yet, with Montaigne, the lovers of Paris can con- 
sole themselves with the great vitality of this first 
city of the world. War is not new to it. Bismarck’s 
soldiers marched under Napoleon’s arch along boule- 
vards that had been stripped of every tree during 
the siege of 1870-71. The scars of that war disap- 
peared, and these new wounds, too, will heal. 
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THE ISLAND OF THE BLESSED. 

When people hereafter talk of Cuba as “the Island 
of the Blessed,” they will be referring to more than 
sunny weather, waving palms, azure-rimmed beaches 
or Havana’s super-hot spots. The Constituent As- 
sembly has decided to give the phrase some real 
meaning. 

It has just rewritten the basic law of the island 

Republic so that it provides for a paid vacation of 
one month for all workers. Further, women and men 
are to receive the same wage for the same work. 
A 44-hour week is declared; also insurance against 
unemployment, old age and accident. The death 
penalty is abolished, except for treason in time of 
war, and the jobs of public employes are guaranteed, 
regardless of political changes. 
Cuba is now in the midst of a presidential cam- 
paign. The highest devotion to the new Constitu- 
tion may be expected—until after the votes are count- 
ed or a palace revolution breaks out. 
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That cloud of dust on the comeback trail is the 
celebrated brother act, Paul and Dizzy Dean. 


LOUISIANA’S YEAR OF HOUSECLEANING. 

Louisiana rounds out a year of housecleaning most 
appropriately—with the sentencing of former Gov. 
Richard W. Leche to 10 years in Federal prison for 
mail fraud in a State highway truck deal. 

What a year it has been! First Leche resigned 
under fire, “on account of his health,” and, seeking 
to cover up, draped his royal mantle, previously 
handed to him by O. Allen, on Earl K. Long, 
Huey Long’s brother by kinship and spoilsmanship. 
Then came the disclosures at Louisiana State Uni- 
versity, the flight of its political president, Dr. James 
M. Smith, his surrender to the law and prison sen- 
tence. 

All the while, more and more was coming to light 
about the misrule of Mayor Robert Maestri of New 
Orleans, and then Washington became interested again 
in the Second Louisiana Purchase—the sudden and 
mysterious abandonment in 1936 of Department of 
Justice plans to prosecute 12 of Huey Long’s po- 
litical friends for income tax evasion. In February, 
Louisiana went to the polls and fired what remained

nominating Sam H. Jones, a beginner in politics, for 
the Governorship. Now comes Leche’s 10-year term.

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MUNICIPAL TRADE BARRIERS. 

Perhaps on the theory that what’s sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the gander, American cities have 
been copying the states by raising barriers against 
the free flow of trade. However, while the country 
has been aroused to the menace of interstate tar- 
iffs, it is as yet almost oblivious to the fact that 
municipalities are playing the same dangerous game. 

The object of these imposts is, of course, to raise 
additional revenue, but usually they are disguised 
as health measures or other legitimate ordinances. 
Take, for example, the case of Winters, Tex. There 
an ordinance for the regulation of the manufacture 
and distribution of bread was adopted. It author- 
ized health officers to inspect bakeries in other cities 
that were selling their product in Winters, and such 
bakeries were charged an inspection fee of $2.40 a 
mile. This meant a fee of $432.50 for a Fort Worth 
bakery. 

The Texas Supreme Court declared this ordinance 
to be an improper assumption of authority and stated 
quite flatly that its effect is “nothing more or less 
than to establish a tariff wall.” It seems probable 
that this line of reasoning can be applied to all mu- 
nicipal trade bafriers. Cities, after all, are creatures 
of the state, Their authority is limited and depends 
on a charter granted by the Legislature. When they 
assume extra-territorial privileges, the courts would 
seem to offer a ready remedy.

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HOW FAR “SHORT OF WAR,” MR. PRESIDENT? 


America Is Incapable of Waging Modern Warfare; 
Great Need Is Not More Men, but Mechanized Army

Army policy has created feeble fighting force, Congressman says; 
it would be mowed down like Poland’s by a 1940 fighting machine; 
criticises archaic insistence on mass manpower; universal training 
would impair security, vital task is to build mechanical weapons. 


From an Address in the House on Monday by Representative Ross A. Collins of 
Mississippi, Chairman of the Military Appropriations Subcommittee. 


F I am obliged to send my 20-year-old 


I on behalf of our country, I would shudder 
every night he was in the field if I knew 
he was protected only by khaki, carried an 
ordinary army 
per cent of the time, or ride a horse. Yet 
that is the fate that awaits our sons today 
if this country goes to war and the running 
of the conflict is turned over to the War 
Department as heretofore constituted. I 


fervently hope a changed attitude prevails 


there now. 

The plans of the War Department even 
at this moment, I regret to say, are mainly 
dependent upon manpower. The main 
clamor today, as in the past, is for men and 
still more men. M-day mobilization plans 
call for an army of several million men 
shortly after the next war breaks out. 

For many years, as member and chair- 
man of the Military Appropriations Sub- 
committee, I have been obliged to deal with 
a dominating element in the War Depart- 
ment, usually the older men, seemingly 
wholly averse to progress. This element was 
oblivious to what was being done abroad. 
It thought of military strength almost wholly 
in terms of men, and it was content with 
their command by superannuated officers. 

” * * 


I urged motorization, mechanization and 
aviation. I stressed to the utmost the need 
for speed and more speed in aviation and 
in ground transportation. I worked for 
more firepower rather than for additional 
manpower. A proper balance as between 
personnel and material is essential, if we 
are not to find ourselves ready to fight the 
next war with antiquated and worked-over 
World War leftovers. 

Goodness knows what we can do with 
World War leftovers in a war like the one 
now going on in Europe. The $200,000,000 
worth of saddles and bridles that the War 
Department had left over still are in our 
midst and can be used only in a Wild 
West show or a Fort Myer society circus 
—not in a modern war. 

It has been my objective to assist in work- 
ing out a program for a modernly imple- 
mented military establishment, adequately 
manned and officered, complete and bal- 
anced in all respects. In addition, it should 
possess reserves of personnel of field-duty 
age and modern materiel sufficient to meet 
any reasonable demands in the event of hos- 
tilities, until replenishment could be effect- 
ed through the nation’s reservoirs. 

Any other plans, such as those depending 
upon mere numbers of men, are so much 
nonsense. All that could be done with 
large numbers of men would be to arm a

It has been asserted over and over again 
that our army is negligible in size, even ri- 
diculously small.

The regular army, soon to number 375,000 
men, 13,831 officers and 6478 reserve officers 
on duty; the National Guard, with 251,000 
officers and men; 186,750 students in the 
R. O. T. C.; 103,000 eligible reserve officers 
and 15,000 ineligible; 37,500 young men 
trained annually in the Citizens’ Military 
Training Corps, and 10,211 cadets in schools. 

These outfits number more than 988,000 
officers and men. Our weakness, as was the 
weakness of China, Poland, Holland and 
those nations that recently have lost in war, 
is not the weakness of numerical strength; 
it is the weakness of inadequate weapons. 

This devotion to the god of manpower 
creates more than a mere deficiency in 
equipment. It puts a premium on age. A

is out of place in a fast-moving, mechanized, 
armored striking force equipped with the 
very latest automatic weapons. There is 
no room for blue uniforms or white collars 
in such an outfit, either. It is a place for 
young, inventive, active greaseballs, dressed 
in overalls and not in gaudy uniforms. 
Marching men do not frighten anyone in 
this day and age. They are only targets, 
helpless and confused, fit for slaughter. 
However well intentioned are these per- 
sons who are advocating universal training, 
their preachments, if put into effect, would

They want us to copy the practices of the 
losers in this war. 

Much as I dislike Hitler and his philos- 
ophy, this civilian has put machinery into 
warfare; and it is machinery that is gaining 
ground on the Western front. It is ma- 
chinery that destroyed Holland in five days, 
Poland in a week and Belgium in two weeks. 
It is machinery that won the Battle of 
Flanders, which will go down in history 
as the greatest defeat of all time.

Conquest of African Possessions of Sultan in 
1911-12 Recalled by Mussolini's 
Warning.

“Turkey, take note of these 
words of mine,” Premier Mussolini 
said when he warned neighboring 
nations to remain out of the war 
which Italy was entering. He in- 
cluded Switzerland, Yugoslavia, 
Greece and Egypt in the same ad- 
monition. 

There was especial reason for 

the warning to Turkey—reason for 
Italy. to fear that, should the op- 
portunity be offered, Turkey might 
seek to take back the African pos- 
sessions which Italy seized from 
the Sultan’s Government in the 
Italian-Turkish war of 1911-12, a 
war which has been almost for- 
gotten by the world at large. 
One of Italy’s grievances against 
France relates to Nice, which was 
once: the Italian city of Nizza. But 
Nice has been French for 80 years, 
and was never part of the modern 
kingdom of Italy; whereas it was 
less than 30 years ago that Italy, 
by a war of aggression, took Trip- 
oli from Turkey. 

Mussolini’s Record. 
Mussolini, as a leader of Italian 
Socialists in 191i, organized a dem- 
onstration against the Tripoli ex- 
pedition and against the Govern- 
ment of Premier Giolitti, which 
took the nation into this adven- 
ture. He was arrested in the office 
of his newspaper at Forli, and was 
icondemned to five months’ impris- 
ionment. He continued to attack 
jthe Government’s African policy, 
although some other party leaders 
went over to Giolitti, and he was 
made editor of Avanti, officia] or- 
gan of the Socialist party.

Pour in two eggs, beaten, one-half 
cup milk and two tablespoons of 
butter or chicken fat, melted, Place 
in a buttered loaf pan and bake 
35 minutes in a moderate oven, un- 
mold carefully. Regular cream 
chicken gravy, a well seasoned 
mushroom sauce or piquant tomato 
sauce go with this loaf. 

When tomatoes are plentiful try 
this idea: Scoop out six unpeeled 
tomatoes. Stuff them with two- 
thirds cup corn, one-half cup mush- 


rooms, one teaspoon each of chopped 
parsley, onion and celery, three ta- 
blespoons of cream and two table- 
spoons butter, melted. Arrange in 
a shallow pan, add one-fourth inch 
water and bake 25 minutes in a 
moderate oven. Carefully remove 
the baked stuffed tomatoes to a 
serving platter and surround with 
cheese sauce. Garnish with cress 
and serve. 

And here’s a recipe for potato 
croquettes with peas-in-cheese 
sauce: Two cups hot riced or 
mashed potatoes, two tablespoons 
butter, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper, one egg 
yolk, one teaspoon finely chopped 
parsley, one-fourth teaspoon celery 
salt. 

Accompaniment: Two cups 
canned peas, two cups mild cheese 
sauce, parsley for garnish. 


Coating: One slightly beaten egg 
white, bread crumbs, or rolled corn 
cereal. 

Mix ingredients in order given: 
Potatoes, butter, salt, pepper, celery 
salt and egg yolk. Shape into cro- 
quettes. Dip in bread crumbs or 
rolled corn cereal, then in beaten 
egg white and again in the chosen 
dry coating. Fry in deep fat (365 de- 
grees to 380 degrees 3.) Serve with 
canned peas in cheese sauce. Yield, 
four to six portions.

if he has to carry this affliction 
all his days.” 

“Mary can't seem to learn to take 
it. If anybody teases her she cries, 
or goes away and hides. Her whole 
life will be ruined if this keeps up.” 

“Babe refuses to eat cooked ce- 
real. His health will be ruined if 
he does not learn to eat.” 


Luckily chiidren are tough. They 
can stand a great deal of this sort 
of ruining and come through smiling 
at the end. Children are not neces- 
sarily on the road to ruin because 
they do not do exactly as the older 
people would like. They may not 
need the food that somebody has 
said they must have. They may 
need other food just as Mary needs 
time for seasoning her spirit, and 
Bill needs time to grow to independ- 
ence. Children differ from each 
other and the time they need for 
growth differs too, 

Instead of staging a battle with a 
child who dislikes one kind of food 
Jet it go and. give him some other 
food of like elements, or something 
his doctor said he might have in- 
stead. All greens are not spinach. 

The child as he is today is not 
going to continue. He changes 


gradually, forced ahead by hered- 
ity, by environment, and develop- 
ment through experiences. There 
is no telling what kind of boy Bill 
will be next year. Encourage him 
to grow as well as he can today and 
don’t let today’s failure shadow to- 
morrow’s possibilities, 

There are limits to everybody’s 
ability. Why forecast ruin for the 
child who cannot stand teasing?

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Doctor Lists 
Diet for Child 
With Diabetes

HERE are two types of dia- 
T betes and although essentially 

the same, when you meet them 
in practice they hardly seem to be 
the same disease. In general, one 
occurs in children and one in mid- 
dle-aged people. The children get 
all the worst of it because almost 
invariably they have a severe type 
of diabetes. 

Diabetes is an inability on the 
part of the body to use starches 
and sugars and it is, as of course 
is well known, due to a degenera- 
tion of certain cells in the pan- 
creas which furnish the body sub- 
stance called insulin, which imi- 
tates the way the body disposes of 
sugars and starches. 

The severe cases require insulin 
and children nearly always have 
to take it. It must be given hypo- 
dermically and it is surprising to 
see how quickly children learn to 
give themselves these doses. I 
know a youngster of 10 who has 
been taking insulin for a year, pre- 
pares it herself and gives it to her- 
self like a little soldier without 
fussing or complaining. 

But diet must also be arranged 
for children. The tendency nowa- 
days is to give high carbohydrate 
(sugar and starch) rather than 
high fat diet as was done formerly. 
Diabetic children should be edu- 
cated as to what they can eat and 
this also they learn very rapidly. 

We must also provide in the diet 
for growth and as years go on the 
amount of all food substances in 
the diet rises. At the age of 5, a 
child may take 140 grams of carbo- 
hydrate, 60 grams of protein and 
70 grams of fat, whereas at the 
age of 17, this rises to 250 grams 
of carbohydrate, 115 grams of pro- 
tein and 115 grams of fat. The 
growing child also needs plenty of 
calcium, phosphorus and vitamin D, 
and certainly a good deal of vita- 
min A, the growing vitamin. 

A typical menu for one day for 
a child aged about 7 or 8 years, 
which contains 160 grams of car- 
bohydrate, 68 grams of protein and 
78 grams of fat, is as follows:

baked apple—100 Gm., one small 
apple; cream—25 Gm., two table- 
spoonfuls; sugar—five Gm., one tea- 
spoonful.

Carrots—100 Gm., one-half cup: 
potato—50 Gm., (size of egg); string 
beans—100 Gm., one-half cup; chick- 
en, broiled—30 Gm, of meat; bread 
—30 Gm., one slice: butter—12 Gm., 
one square one-half inch thick; 
milk—300 Gm., 10 ounces. 

Part of milk may be used in 
cooked vegetables.

ZELLA HATFIELD, BELLE OF LITTLE CANE CREEK. 


Juvenile Triangle Ends in Death 
for One Boy and Prison for His 
Guitar-Playing Rival - Fought Over 


14 - Year - Old 


Mountain. Girl.

WILLIAMSBURG, Ky., 
June 12. 

ILLARD SMITH, at the age 
W of 16, was in love. You could 

tell it by the way he picked 
his guitar and the look in his eyes 
when they rested on Zella Hatfield, 
just turned 14. But he had a rival. 
At least he looked upon Arnold 
Anderson, 14, as a rival, for Arnold 
had been hanging around Zella. To 
Willard Smith it looked suspicious. 
Arnold was there that Sunday 
afternoon, listening while Willard 
picked his guitar." 

“Huh,” he sneered, “if I couldn't 
pick a git-tar better’n that, I'd 
quit.” 

Zella smiled, not entirely dis- 
pleased that two eligible young 
men of Little Cane Creek should 
be bickering over her, one teasing 
with his guitar and the other toss- 
ing a sneer. 

It was another of those triangle 
cases.

“Call Zella Hatfield,” Bird direct- 
ed, and the girl was brought from 
the witness room.

She did not look at Wil- 
lard. The boy shot one quick 
glance at her, his eyelids flickered 
and he looked away. 

She told of Willard picking the 
guitar and Arnold making fun of 
his playing and of the fight in the 
yard.

“Are you sorry that you _ shot 
him?” 

“Yes, sir. If I had it to do over 
again I wouldn't do it at all.” 

“Did you go down there expect- 
ing trouble?”

“What were you doing with a 
pistol?” 

“I aimed to swap it to Bob Hat- 
field for liquor.” 

There were fathers of boys and 
mothers of boys. on the jury. It 
was plain that they sympathized 
with the mother of the boy who 
had been killed and with the par- 
ents of the boy who had done the 
killing. It took them about 20 
minutes to decide that a minimum 
sentence would suffice. The ver- 
dict was two years in prison. 

Mrs. Bessie Anderson, hearing the 
verdict that would send another 
mother’s son to prison, was torn 
between a natural satisfaction that 
justice had been done and sympa- 
thy for that other mother. Weighed 
in the balance, her sympathy was 
greater than her satisfaction. She 
stood hesitant an instant in the 
court room, and then went to the 
witness room. In there Willard’s 
parents and other relatives were 
trying to cheer him up, telling him 
that it would be only a little while. 
When Mrs. Anderson stood in the 
doorway they stared at her, 
stunned, for since the death of her 
son there had been an estrange- 
ment between the two families. 

Mrs. Anderson went to the boy’s 
side. “Willard,” she said, “there’s 
nothing we can do to bring my 
young one back. I hope you will 
never be in trouble like this again. 
Be a good boy.”

“West led the king of spades. 


Dummy’'s ace won and I cashed the 
ace-queen of clubs and the king of 
diamonds, then led my remaining 
diamond. I discarded one spade on 
dummy’s third diamond trick and 
my last spade on the club king. 
I then led a heart and put in the 10 
spot. West won with the queen and 
returned the queen of spades. I 
ruffed and, without much hope, 
laid down the heart ace. East's 
king was a beautiful sight to he- . 
hold. What do you think of the 
ecntract?’—D. G., New York.” 


I think that South had a rabbit's 
foot in one pocket, a four leaf 
clover in another and a horse shoe 
around his neck. Without taking 
the time for rather involved com- 
putations, I should say it was 
about 12 to 1 against finding all 
the breaks necessary to bring home 
this slam. The club suit had to 
break 3-3 (roughly two to one 
against), the diamond suit had to 
break 4-3 and finally, the heart 
honors had to split precisely as 
they were, or the K-Q or K-Q-x in 
the East hand. Personally, I should 
not care to play this contract if 
the missing cards were simply 
shuffled and dealt out to East and 
West.” 

Obviously, it was South who was 
the victim of acute enthusiasm in 
the bidding. Even with a two no 
trump response from _ partner, 
South’s hand did not warrant any- 
thing like a jump bid to five-odd. 
True, he had a fair six card suit, 
but his hand as a whole contained 
only three-plus honor tricks and 
his distribution was nothing to. get 
excited about. Even a single jump 
to four hearts would have repre- 
sented a slight stretch. 


I am inclined to think my re- 
marks will be taken as rather 
academic, however, in view of the 
fact that the contract was tri- 


umphantly fulfilled.
